PREFACE 

This book Miratul Hukama (The Mirror of Philosophers) lays claim to 
no other originality than this that it presents to the Urdoo knowing 
class of people an ample field of Metaphysical research hitherto 
untrod by any vernacular writer. In fact I make no pretence of giving 
to my countrymen a new discovery in the region of metaphysics in 
general or in the province of Mental Science. Certainly I have not 
treated this book of, a new theory of the intellectual operations which 
the learned and enterprising Arabs did not know or which the deep 
penetration and the great genius of modern thinkers have not 
advanced. But a claim to attention, if this work possesses any, is 
grounded on the fact that I have systematically and scientifically 
cemented together the metaphysical views hitherto promulgated by 
some of the distinguished speculative authors of Europe and of Asia. 
Since in this book Mental Science has been treated of in Urdoo, for

as well as other distinguished Scientific writer's of both the continents. 



THE difficulty I had to encounter in treating of the learned subject of 
metaphysics in my mother tongue consisted in the in-suitability of the 
language for scientific purposes. I was therefore obliged to borrow 
appropriate terms from Arabic writers not liking at all to coin words 
pleasing my own fancy. Those who understand the classical language 
of the Saracens cannot help admiring its copiousness since it affords a 
suitable expression for every different modification of thought. Then 
by so doing I have not only saved myself from the crime of puzzling 
my readers with odd expressions of my own creation, but also kept up 
a profound regard for a language highly esteemed by our forefathers 
and still deeply venerated by the living generation. Moreover, if I were 
to introduce words of my own coinage, I would be under the necessity 
of annexing to this work a big vocabulary of my queer inventions, as 
my vocal creatures I am sure would not lack of 5000 in number. Those 
who are acquainted with the nature of the Urdoo language must 
acknowledge the fact of its being composed of a mixture of too many 
Arabic and Persian words.

To convey a general idea of this book, I deem it expedient to draw out 
a short sketch of its contents. Some pages in the beginning have been 
devoted to preliminary discourses on the importance of the subject, 
the culture of the human mind, the mode of conducting scientific 
enquiries, the impediments to our knowledge of the mind, the nature 
of a certain and of an uncertain science, the causes which operate to 
render a science certain or uncertain and so forth. 



Entering on the subject of the Human mind, I have commenced with 
the Psychological theories of some of the celebrated philosophers of 
Greece. Also by the way of comparison the Arab and the Hindoo 
doctrines of the soul have been introduced. This portion of my work 
treats of Realism, Dualism, the Transmigration of the soul, the theories 
of Form and Matter as well as other questions related to Psychology. I 
have next taken up the Philosophy cultivated by the Mohammedans 
under the patronage of the Abysside Caliphs at Baghdad. This portion 
of my work will show the indefatigable exertions of the Saracens 
towards the cultivation and amelioration of sciences in general. As to 
the philosophy taught in the Arabian Schools during the 9th and 10th 
centuries, I have pointed out that it was no other than the philosophy 
of ARISTOTLE. Also it will appear from my subsequent writings that 
the Arabs had their schoolmen and that scholasticism still prevails 



throughout the Mohammedan countries in Asia. I can with the 
greatest precision affirm that thinkers of the East unlike their brothers 
of the West are still thorough peripatetics. To give an idea of the 
unvaried classification of the mental powers as recognized by the 
speculative writers of the East, I have by way pf specimen fixed upon 
that of Avicenna, the most learned of the Arab philosophers. The 
Saracens seem to cherish the notion of having derived their 
knowledge of the said classification from the Greek philosophers; but 
whatsoever their sources of knowledge be, it is unquestionably true 
that they have blindly adhered to a classification in its very nature 
defective and confused. Next to Avicenna I introduce to my Readers, 
the celebrated IMAM ALGAZALI. The skeptical views of this original 
thinker, whom S. W. HAMILTON commands as a philosopher truly 
deserving the title of IMAM, have been clearly laid down in a separate 
chapter. I should think the Imam's skepticism as much deserving 
attention as that of DAVID HUME. It appears front the writings of 
ALGAZALI that he is essentially the skeptic of the Arabian 
Philosophy though his life did not close in doubt. For on conviction of 
the powerlessness of Reason he fled to faith and renounced 
philosophy for the mysticism and ecstasies of the sufis. 



Having done with the Arabian Philosophy, I have summarily 
described the period in which the Schoolmen flourished. In this 
portion of my work, I have taken care to explain that the Schoolmen 



were no other than the Philosophers and divines of the middle ages 
who had adopted the system of ARISTOTLE, and whose works bear a 
close resemblance to those of Arabian authors treating of religion and 
Philosophy on the Aristotolean principles. I have then proceeded to 
show how Scholasticism received a fatal blow after it had reigned for 
1000 years in the Schools of Europe. As a matter of course. Lord 
BACON and DES CARTES next make their appearance at the stage of 
a new drama of Philosophy. 



THE subsequent portion of my work expounds the Cartesian system, 
explains the conflicting views of the modern Philosophers relating to 
the puzzling question of Intuitive knowledge, handles with the subtle 
doctrines of Realm Conceptualism and Nominalism, discusses the 
idealistic and the skeptical views of BERKELEY and HUME, points 
out the self contradictory arguments of Dr. REID, presents a detailed 
classification of the functions of the Human mind, treats of the 
external senses in separate chapters and lastly dwells on the Law of 
Causation and the Principle of Induction. 



IT will appear from the above statements that this work besides 
treating of the grand subject of the Human Mind bears also an 
historical aspect. Had any work existed in Urdoo containing a 
systematic description of the stages through which Philosophy has 



passed, I would not have taken the trouble of entering into Historical 
facts connected with the present subject. For similar reason I have 
directed my attention to physiological truths describing the nervous 
system, the circulation of blood, the construction of the organs of 
sense and so forth. In some places the mistakes of the Arab 
Physiologists have been exposed and the corrections specially of those 
committed by Avicenna and his followers in connection with the 
membranes and humours of the eye are chiefly deserving attention. 
Besides Physiolology, I have purposely devoted some pages to Optics, 
Astronomy, Acoustics &c. simply with a view to enhance the scientific 
knowledge of my Urdoo Readers. In the end a Biography has been 
annexed to convey historical information about Philosophers in a 
pleasing manner. 



IN the portion of the work which treats of the classification of the 
Mental powers, I have fixed upon that of S. W. HAMILTON in 
preference to those of other thinkers taking care to mention 
beforehand the stereotyped classification of the East. Most likely this 
deviation like other deviations from the established course of the 
oriental speculative writres will produce an unpleasant sensation in 
the minds of the present Moulvies, who will, I am sure, consider me 
and the original thinkers a set of down right heretics in the world of 
Philosophy. In the existing state of metaphysics cultivated by the 
Mahommedans of India, there will be a strong presumption against 



me, since this book is an attempt to effect a revolution in the 
Philosophical views long entertained by FARABI, AVICENNA and 
their followers forming the grand retinue of the far-famed Stagy rite. 
But in case my learned friends, I mean the Moulvies, will shake off 
their prejudices on an attentive perusal of this my humble production 
I sanguinely hope they will at last do justice to the deep enquiries 
made into the human mind by the modern thinkers of the West. To tell 
the truth there is no Arabian work treating of Mental Science. By this 
bold assertion I do not mean to say that the Arabs have not furthered 
the cause of Metaphysics. I can with the greatest precision point out 
more than a dozen metaphysical works which are commonly studied 
by the Mahommedan Scholars of India, but I dare say no one can 
name me a single copy treating of Mental Science. No oriental 
speculative writer has diligently and properly attended to the 
functions of the mind, in consequence of which we regret to find 
Mental Science in a backward state throughout the Mohammedan 
countries in Asia. I am sure no Arabic Scholar can properly draw a 
line of demarkation between the province of Metaphysics in general 
and that of Mental Science. I therefore flatter myself that a proper 
attention to my Miraatool Hukama will do good to those Arabic 
Scholars who are prone to the study of Aristotolean metaphysics. 



I may add that in the execution of my task, I have from its very
